United States Con- 
gressman William Ford will present the 
Americanflag, whichwillfly onthe middle, 
30-foot flagpole; the State of Michigan 
flagwillbe presented by State Represen- 
tative James Kosteva; and City Council- 
man Randolph Gear, who was Mayor

inception, will do the honors with the offi- 
cial City of Romulus banner. The latter 
two flags will be perched atop 25-foot 
flagpoles, one on each side of the United 
-States flag. 
2 At night, said Crane, the three flags 
will be brightly lit, as will be the impres- 
sive granite memorial. < 
~~ Following the unveiling of the me- 
morial, and just prior to a 21-gun salute, 
Romulus poetess Alice M. Rieswillrecite 
apoem, "For the Stars and Stripes,” that 
she penned especially for the ceremony. 
Crane also noted that Romulus’ four 
oldest living veterans will be honored 
during the dedication. They are Hugh 
Hurlburt , who is 93 years old; William 
"Frank" Andrews, 91; Jason Lovette, 82;

and Walter Molik, 81. 

While the memorial project attracted 
the help of many volunteers, Crane 
wished to acknowledge the people who 
originally spearheaded the endeavor. 
Representing the Rotary Club were Ron 
Hopson, Delton Block, Cass Kasperick, 
Dave McCrory, and Jim Whaley. James 
Napiorkowski represented the Romulus 
Kiwanis Club, while Orrin Prosser, Doug 
Harden, Bill Wrijil, and Bob Mach (also a 
Rotarian) contributed on behalf of Romu- 
lus' VFW post. 

The Romulus High School band, di- 
rected by Henry James, and the Romu- 
lus Junior High School band, directed by 
Richard Kruse, will combine their musi- 
cal efforts during the program. Other 
notables scheduled to appear are Rev- 
erend J.D. Landis, Ron Hopson, Dennis 
Davidson, Richard Donahey, Bob Mach, 
and Reverend Charles Woolridge.

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
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Mary Ann Banks

"Mary Ann Banks is a charming and 
gracious lady" — such was my;foremost 
impression when | met with her recently 
at her lovely Romulus home. While sip- 
ping coffee at her dining-room table, we 
discussed Banks’ long and illustrious 
career in City government. 

A Romulus native, this woman has 
successfully run for Romulus City Coun- 
cilseven times — and even more impres- 
sive is the fact that, each of these times, 
she received more votes than any other 
Council candidate, thereby earning, the 
honor of serving as Mayor Pro, Tem 
throughout her Council tenure. 

When asked to reflect on her first bid 
(in 1977) fora Council seat, Banks smiled 

_ and replied, "The whole process of run- 
ning for Council, and then being elected, 
is quite an eye-opening experience. 
When you get elected, you have many 
wonderful ideas about how you can 
quickly improve things for the commu- 
nity — really make things happen. Then, 
reality begins setting in and you learn 
that, for the most part, city government 
moves very slowly." 

Early in her first term, Banks be- 
came involved with the then-proposed 
widening of Wayne Road. 

Banks: "With the Wayne Road 
project, |soondiscoveredthattherewere 
several steps and stages necessary to 
complete before the final goal was ac- 
complished. Of course, then youfindthat 
this is true of almost everything that you 
try to do. chi 

"It all takes a lot of time and.can, on 
occasion, become frustrating. But | also 
came to realize that, ingovernment, as in 
life, you just have to pull yourself up and 
keep going." 

In Banks' first Council run, 22 candi- 
dates vied for the seven available seats. 
In a primary held in August of 1977, 
Banks — along with 13 other candidates 
—was selected by the voters to runin the 
November general election. 

"| was very excited and grateful that 
first-year, especially when | learned that 
| was the top vote-getter in both the 

_ primary and general elections.” 

___ And, judging by the fact that Romu- 
lus voters have continually returned 
Banks to her City Council post, the citi- 
zens are apparently grateful that she has 
chosen to seek reelection throughout 
the years. 

But, as with all of us, there was a 
period of time in Banks ' life when tragedy 
quickly struck. In 1989, she didn't seek 
reelection to Council because Bob, her 
husband of 37 years, was due to retire, 
and she wished to lighten her own hectic 
schedule in order for the two of them to 
spend more time together enjoying fam- 
ily, friends, and leisure activities. The 
couple was in the process of making 
such changes in their life-style when Bob 
died suddenly in July of that year. 
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"It was a very difficult time," said 
Banks. "We all have to go through cer- 
tain stages in mourning the loss of a 
loved-one, and it was especially hard for 
me because Bob had died so unexpect- 
edly. But, thankfully, | made it through, 
and made the decision to go on with my 
life." 

At that point, she continued, she 
really hadlittle, if any, desire to run again 
for Council in 1991. She did run, though, 
and credits tne late Dave Atkins, founder 
of The Romulus News, for encouraging 
her to return to City government. 

"Dave wrote an article that, essen- 
tially, spoke directly to me. In it, he said 
he felt that | should run again for office. 
He asked for reader feedback and, later, 
called to tell me that all the responses 
were very positive." 

This was the turning point, Banks 
said, in her decision to again seek a 
Council seat. 

Banks: "| knew | liked serving on 
Council; knew | enjoyed serving the pub- 
lic; and knew it was something | could do 
well, especially with my experience. So, 
| said yes —| still have something to offer 
to the people of Romulus." 

We then turned to some of her many 
successful City Council projects — and it 
was apparent that she did, indeed, have 
much to offer.

Up until the late 1970s, Romulus 


didn't have its own police department; — 
instead, the Wayne County Sheriffs © 


Department served as the City's police 
force. 

"What happened was that the County 
was experiencing a shortage of funds, so 
our contract with them wasn't renewed. 


_ We had to literally start from scratch and 


put together our own police department." 

And so the City Council— headed by 
Mayor Pro Tem Banks — did just that. A 
few of the numerous things to be done 
included several hirings, approving and 
purchasing uniforms, and even finding a 
building to house the new police force. 

Said Banks, "There were so many 
things to consider. Even in constructing 
jail cells, certain specific criteria had to 
be met. 

"However, one problem we had with 
the Sheriff's Department was eliminated 
when we created our own force. The 
dilemma was that we hada liaison officer 
betweenus and the Sheriff's people. Un- 
fortunately, there were many times when 
the liaison person wasn't available, and 
we simply had to wait until a later time to 
make contact. Naturally, this was re- 
solved by having our own department. 

"Overall, | feei our police force has 
developed into a very well-run depart- 
ment. There's more of a personal touch 
now. It's a part of the community; some- 
thing we're all involved in." 

Another Council action that Banks 
spoke to with deserved pride occurred in 





1979. At that time, Detro Recovery, a 
newly formed sludge-hauling company 
out of Detroit, wanted to utilize a parcelof 
Romulus property as a landfill. Public 
opposition to Detro's request, said Banks, 
was extremely high. 

"City Council was packed with con- 
cerned citizens, and | too had many 
doubts as to the sincerity of what Detro 
said they wanted to do. 

"They went as far as sponsoring a 
trip to Hagestown, Maryland (which was 
then an operating landfiil site) for com- 
munity leaders. When we went out to the 
actual landfill, the stench was unbear- 
able, and greenish bubbles were floating 
to the surface. When we returned home, 
we were successful in stopping Detro's 
proposal." 

Banks then talked about a segment 
of local opposition that formed when the 
City decided to construct the senior-citi- 
zen "high-rise" building in downtown 
Romulus. 

"Itwasn't a particularly large amount 
of opposition, but they were strong," said 
Banks. It wasn't that the group had any- 
thing against senior citizens; rather, she 
said, "I think what scared many residents 
was a feeling that the construction of a 
high-rise would result in Romulus losing 
its small-town appeal. 


"Basically, we found we needed to 
educate the community as to what we 
wanted to do, and on what scale. Today, 
I don'tthink you'd find anyone who would 
oppose, or disapprove of, the structure. 
I'm very pleased to have been a part of 
the Romulus Tower project.” 

Other projects in which Banks has 
successfully participated would include 
location of the new post office; the im- 
pressive progress of the Romulus His- 
torical Society; the inceptionand comple- 
tion of the Romulus cable TV system; 
and Council's use of the Tax Increment 
Finance Authority (TIFA). 

Stated Banks, "I strongly feel that we 
on the Council have used TIFA funds 
frugally and wisely." 

Concerning future goals as Mayor 
Pro Tem of the City Council, Banks an- 
swered, "| would definitely like to see our 
roads upgraded. The Downtown Devel- 
opment Authority already has architec- 
tural designs for this, and | hope ! can 
help make this happen. 

"I'm disappointed that we can't at- 
tract more retail business to Romulus. | 
feel we need more people before retail- 
ers will locate here. Consequently, we'll 
need more housing, andthat’s also some- 
thing I'd like to be a part of.

Fireworks Laws 

In a few days, we will once again 
celebrate Independence Day. A brief re- 
view of fireworks ordinances is in order. 

Section 750.243a (1a) of the Michi- 
gan Penal Code (Act 328 of 1931) de- 
fines "fireworks" as"... a device made 
from explosive or flammable composi- 
tions used primarily for the prupose of 
Producing a visible display or audible 
effect, or both, by combustion, deflagra- 
tion, or detonation. ..." This definition 
includes both Class B fireworks, which 
are illegal, and Class C fireworks, which 
are legal. 

The legal, Class C fireworks consist 
of". ..toy smoke devices, toy caps con- 
taining not more than .25 grains of explo- 
sive mixture, toy propellant devices, ciga- 
rette loads, trick matches, trick noise 
makers, smoke candles, smoke pots, 
smoke grenades, smoke signals, hand 
signal devices, Very signal cartridges, 
sparklers, explosive auto alarms, and 
other similar devices." [Sec. 750.243a 
(1¢)] 

lllegal, Class B fireworks are". . . toy 
torpedoes, railway torpedoes, firecrack- 
ers or salutes that do not qualify as Class 
C fireworks, exhibition display pieces, 
aeroplane flares, illuminating projectiles, 
incendiary projectiles, incendiary gre- 
nades, smoke projectiles or bombs con- 
taining expelling charges but without 
bursting charges, flash powders in inner 
units not exceeding 2 ounces each, flash 
sheets in interior packages, flash pow- 
der or spreader cartridges containing not 
more than 72 grains of flash powder 
each, and other similar devices." [Sec. 
750.243a (1b)] 

Other illegal items include a blank 
cartridge, blank cartridge pistol, toy can- 
non, toy cane, or toy gun in which explo- 
sives are used; an unmanned balloon 
which requires fire underneath to propel 
it and is not moored to the ground while 
aloft; and firecrackers, torpedoes, sky- 
rockets, roman candles, daygo bombs, 
bottle rockets, whistling chasers, rockets 
on sticks, or other fireworks of similar 
construction. 

Any illegal fireworks found inthe City 
of Romulus will be confiscated, held for 
evidence, and destroyed at a later date. 
Holiday Safety 

During the celebration of the Fourth 
of July, parents should take special pre- 
cautions to see that children are not left 
unsupervised around barbecues or in 
backyards, swimming pools, parks, or 
picnic areas. Children should never be 
allowed to handle flammable material or 
fireworks. These simple precautions will 
prevent needless trips to the hospital 
emergency room for injuries —or, insome 
cases, death.

A Point of Law 


Drunk-driving Arrests 


By Murray A. Duncan, Jr., attorney 

A valid police stop is required for a 
drunk-driving arrest. In most situations, 
the police will have observed the driver 
of an automobile speeding, making a 
wrong turn, or weaving, and can, without 
question, stop the driver. 

An interesting situation develops 
when the police arrest a driver who is 
"sleeping it off" on the shoulder of the 
road. While a sleeping person is not 
operating a motor vehicle, the prosecu- 
tion may still establish by circumstantial 
evidence that, prior to the arrest, the 
sleeping person had, in fact, operated 
the vehicle while intoxicated. 

A person arrested for drunk driving 
has a right to an independent blood, 
breath, or urine test at a local hospital, 
and the driver must be advised of this 
right by the police. However, a driver 
does not have a right to an independent 
test if he/she refuses the breathalyzer or 
blood test offered by the police. In the 
usual scenario, a person arrested for 
drunk driving consents to a breathalyzer 
test at the police station and then re-

Summer Is a Good Time To Take Care 
of Children's Health-care Needs 


By Kathleen Conway, Director, Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center 

No, things don't slow down that much 
at the Romulus Adolescent Health Cen- 
ter during the summer. Oh, the pace 
does slack off a bit from mid-June to mid- 
July, but many students and their par- 
ents are taking advantage of the slower 
times to take care of immunizations or 
those school or sports physicals, and so 
avoid waiting and delays in obtaining 
services. Sports physicals, which are 
required to participate in school athlet- 
ics, cost $12 and include a full examina- 
tion with blood testing. A school physical 
costs an additional $2 because it in- 
cludes a tuberculosis (TB) test. 

Immunizations are also provided at 
the Center at a cost of $2 per immuniza- 
tion. Parents should note that the Health 
Department is now requiring that all chil- 
dren must have a second measles, 
mumps, and rubella (MMR) vaccine af- 
ter 15 months of age. (Previously, it was 
only a suggestion; now, it's a require- 
ment.) Students entering school in the 
fallwithout the second MMR vaccine will 
be excluded from attending school until 
they receive the vaccine. 

In addition, all kindergartners, sev- 
enth-graders, and ninth-graders are re- 
quired by the School District to have a 
physical examination. The Center can 
do these exams for students ages 10 to 
21; immunizations are provided to stu- 
dents ages five and up. 

Please note the following additional 
special activities which will be held at the 
Center this summer: 
¢ /mmunization Fairs: \mmunization 

Fairs will be held Tuesday, July 14, 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m.; Wednesday, 
July 15, from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m.; Tues- 
day, August 18, from 9 a.m. to 3’p.m.; 
and Wednesday, August 19, /from 9 
a.m. to 6 p.m. No appointment is 
necessary forthe Immunization Fairs. 
Signed parent consent is required for 
the immunization. 


* Health and Safety Days: The Center 
will be participating in the Romulus 
Recreation Department's Health and 
Safety Days on July 28 and August 3. 
Presentations, videos, brochures, and 
a puppet show will be part of each 
day's activities.

Whom Do | Ash for Help?

Imagine yourself feeling anxious and 
not being able to sleep. Your company 
has just announced another round of 
layoffs. As you lie there, staring at the 
ceiling, you think, "Am | next?” 

To whom would you turn for help? 

Most people confide in family mem- 
bers, their spouse, or a close friend who 
knows them well. Others find it reward- 
ing to talk with their minister, a neighbor, 
or a trusted co-worker who may be more 
objective (i.e., less involved emotionally) 
about the crisis at hand. 

; Knowing how to obtain help is a 
Positive sign of mental health. It allows 
the person to receive assistance when it 
is needed most. Coping skills are en- 
hanced, andthe person feels good about 
being supported. 

Ifyou are looking for help that cannot 
be provided by the people you know, 
consider talking with a professional. Be- 
sides accepting a referral from some- 
body who has been through counseling 
themselves, names of reputable psy- 
chologists, psychiatrists, social workers, 

4, Marriage and family therapists, etc., can 

be obtained from professional associa- 

tions or referral directories (i.e., the Michi- 
gan Psychological Association and the 

Wayne County Medical Society, toname 

a couple). 

Here are some factors that you 
should consider when choosing a help- 
ing professional. 

+ Select someone with advanced train- 
ing (i.e., a master's degree or above 
from an accredited institution) in a 
human-service field. 


Make sure that the individual is li- 
censedor credentialed in his/her area 
of specialty. 

* Ask the therapist to describe his/her 
experience in treating persons with 
problems similar to your own. 

« Request an explanation of the ther- 
apist's treatment philosophy to deter- 
mine if itis compatible with your own. 

* Evaluate the reasonableness of the 
recommendations offered. What are 
the expected results? 

. Find out how long you willbe asked to 
participate in the treatment. 

* Receive answers regarding the ther- 
apist's professional fees (i.e., payment 
schedule, insurance accepted, etc.). 

* Find out when the therapist is avail- 
able for contact between sessions in 
case of emergencies, etc. 

* Inquire into ancillary services that may 
be available upon referral (i.e., a non- 
physician may need to refer you toa 
psychiatrist or family doctor if medi- 
cation is necessary). 

* Discuss matters of confidentiality.
